They then asked that the 
Council, acting for the people, 
demand that the phones be put 
in again or the company’s fran- 
chise would be cancelled. 

This demand was made. 

The Company refused to put 
them in. . 

They were given a proper 
time to comply with this reason- 
able demand, 

As they took no notice their 
franchise was declared null and 
void, 

The reason the citizens did not 
want to sign fora year was that 
they expect the Government will 
have a system in operation in 
Red Deer in six months,and they 
did not want to be compelled to 
support both. 

An injustice was done the cit- 
izens in the first place when the 
franchise was given the Company 
for a period of twenty-five years. 

No Council has the power of 
granting franchises fur any 
period without submitting. the 
question to the ratepayers. 

This was not done. 

The Council had the right to 
enter into a five years’ contract 
for pumping, but the contract was 
made for twenty-five years. And 
further, it is, practically speak- 
ing, a perpetual franchise. But 
John T. Moore, being a member 
of the legislature. and not being 
known then as well asheis knewn 
now, succeeded in getting the 
legislature to legalize‘an illegal 
transaction, and it may be only a 
coincident, but Rosenroll, one of 
Mr. Moore’s strongest supporters 
in getting the measure through, 
got the court house for Wetaski- 
win that should have been at Red 
Deer, and J. T. Moore never 
appoared to raise a finger against 
i

‘ter, especially as there were sev- 
eral of.the then council interest- 
ed in the Company, which made 
the whole transaction illegal. 


The dragging of the water 
frontage tax question into the 
controversy is only, in our 
opinion, one of John T. Moore’s 
herrings to draw attention from 
the general issue. 

The Town is not buying tele- 
phones, nor is the Company sell- 
ing at the present time, and this 
phase of the question might as 
well be left out of the contro- 
versy.

_ CANCER AND LEPROSY. 


A Theory That Connects These Dis- 
eases With Blackheads. 
‘A French surgeon named Borrel has 


recently delivered a lecture at the 


| Ecole de Medicin in Parts, in course 
| Of which he advances a novel theory 
| concerning cancer and leprosy. He de- 
| Clares it to be his belief that the ba- 


cillus of either malady is concealed in 
the black pinheads or blackheads 
which often disfigure our faces and 
from which, particularly in the nose 
and chin, scarcely any one is entirely 
free. When extracted these pinheads 


| or blackheads have the appearance of 


little worms. They consist of what is 
known as sebaceous matter, this mat- 
ter being produced from certain glands 
with the object of supplying the skin 
with its due quantity of oil. 

Dr. Borrel has been experimenting 
and has found, with the aid of a very 
powerful microscope, that this seba- 
ceous matter nearly always contains a 
bacillus which is cancerous or crab- 
like in form. 

After the age of fifty most persons, 
male as well as female, throw off much 
of this sebaceous matter in the ordl- 
nary process of aging. The face and 
chest in particular exude most seba- 
ceous matter. It is about this age, de- 
clares Borrel, that cancerous develop- 
ments begin to make their appearance, 
and the coincidence is worth remark- 
ing. 

Hitherto heredity has been charged 
with being the real promoter of can- 
cerous and leprous evils, it being as- 
serted that the insanitary conditions 
of former ages were responsible for 
bringing the bacillus into being. The 
Metchnikovian theories of micropagy 
and macrophagy have, however, 
throw new lights upon the subject. 
Given the theory, moreover, of Haeck- 
el’s—to wit, that the intelligence of all 
living organisms, no matter how small, 
enables them to secure the best oppor- 
tunities for survival—it is conceivable 
that the crab bacillus of cancer may 
have found the sebaceous matter in 
the face the best region in which to 
promote his happiness and propagate 
his species. 

Dr. Borrel advises those whose face 
and body are disfigured by blackheads 
to beware. A solution of alcohol with 
from 2 to 3 per cent of salicylic acid is, 
be says, an excellent preventive. Lem-

The Interior of the Earth. 

The University of Jena has just 
awarded the prize for the best essay 
on the condition of the interior of the 
earth. M. Thiene, who won the Uni- 
versity of Jena’s prize, did it with the 
following theory: 

The mean density of the earth is 
known to be more than five times that 
of water, As the outer layers of the 
erust have a very feeble density—wa- 
ter 1, rocks an average of 2%4-it fol- 
lows that the interior must have a 
density of about 7.7, which is that 
of iron. Again, there is enough accu- 
rate information about the rigidity of 
the earth to make it fairly certain that 
this is slightly greater than steel. M. 
Thiene calculates that the crust of the 
earth is about 930 miles thick, though 
most of the best authorities are in- 
clined to place it at about thirty miles. 
If his figures be correct, there must 
be inside the crust an excedingly dense 
and rigid core, which he calls bary- 
sphere.—New York World. _ : 


Where Tipping Is Barred. 

Tourists generally will be interested 
in the new regulations in force on the 
German railways. They are drastic, 
which is not an unusual quality in 
German rules, and on the whole they 
Feem to be just and practical. Tipping 
of railway employees on trains is pro- 
hibited; passengers giving tips will be 
punished. The railways will be re- 
Bponsible for passengers’ baggage for 
fourteen days and at all times respon- 
sible for luggage lost. Children over 
ten years will not be permitted to tray- 
el in compartments reserved for wo- 
men. If a train is full a traveler, al- 
though he may have a ticket, may be 
compelled to wait for the next train. 
A friend taking leave of a traveler and 
remaining in the train until it moves 
will haye to pay a fine of $1.50.—Mil- 
waukee Wisconsin. 


Animals as Seismometers. 

‘Animals have again, in Sicily and 
Calabria, shown that they know more 
about coming earthquakes than men 
know. An official at Messina was wor- 
ried by his dog on the eve of the dis- 
aster. The animal would not stay 
quiet for a moment, and his barking 
was such a nuisance that his master 
beat the wise brute. Their night was 
60 restless that the man gave up all 
hope of sleep, and he and the dog léft 
home soon after 4:30 a. m. As soon as 
the dog was out of doors he ran away, 
and the master followed him. Thus 
both were well outside the town when 
the crash came, and the man acknowl- 
edges that he owes his escape from 
(probable) death to his good, unruly 
dog.—Dundee Advertiser. 


The Next Problem of Invention.

Controverted Elections. ° 
NEED-FOR A PUBLIC PROSECUTOR----GEATS: IN 
PARLIAMENT NOW TREATED :AS PRIVIE 
PROPERTY 


Ottawa, Oct. 10—The unsatis- 
factory termination of the Peter- 
boro election trial shows how 
urgently the present methods of 
enforcing the Election. Act need 
to be revised. To tamper with an 
election unquestionably is a.pub- 
lic crime. The bribing of‘electors, 
the manipulation of honest ballots 
that have been cast, all the 
schemes devised by clever rascals 
to prevent the opinion of the 
majority from prevailing, are 
offences against the public wel- 
fare, and should be punished by 
the public. The corruption of 
an elector should be punished by 
the State just as assault and 
battery on the same man would 
be. The stealing of an elector’s 
vote should be prevented by the 
State even as the stealing of his 
pocketbook. Yet the State does 
nothing of the sort. It treats 
the right to sit in Parliament 
as private property, and if one 
candidate thinks that he is cheat- 
ed he can sue for redress; he has 
to pay the cost of the lawsuit,and 
the whole thing is conducted on 
the same basis as if it were a real 
estate deal, and as if the right to 
be an M.P. and the right to pos- 
sess a given corner lot were on 
the same footing. 

The natural result is that the 
political parties which sue each 
other for seats in the House of 
Commons behave just ag ordinary 
litigants do. They push proceed- 
ings when it will pay them, and 
drop them when they will not pay 
them; they. compromise when it 
is to their advantage to do so,and 
they no more consider the inter- 
estsof public* morality than do 
two men who are at law over a 
corner lot. The public makes no 
complaint when the men who are 
sueing each other over real estate 
transactions come to terms, but 
when the two parties effect a saw- 
off there is an outcry. Unques- 
tionably the saw-off, and such 
unsatisfactory affaira as the 
Peterboro, where there are num- 
erous allegations of bribery, 
where there manifestly is gross 
perjury, and where there is a 
compromise, are bad for the 
country; but as the country is not 
spending its own money, and the 
party politicians concerned are 
obliged to rely upon their own 
bank account, it is hard to say 
how the public can blame them. 

The only way out is to adopt 
Mr. R. L. Borden’s proposal that 
the State should take the matter 
in charge. He has long advo- 
cated the appointment of a Public 
Prosecutor for elections. -Let a 
man of high character and of 
satisfactory impartiality be ap- 
pointed; let him be given a status 
like that of the Auditor-General, 
so as to be independent of pres- 
sure from either party; and let 
him be charged with the duty of 
watching all elections and of in- 
tervening and prosecuting when- 
ever. there is reason to suspect 
improprieties. Mr. Borden incor- 
porated this plan in his Halifax 
platform. He urged it in his pub- 
lic addresses. In the House of 
Commons he repeatedly urged 
the Governmeht to adopt it. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier refused to accept 
his suggestion, and as a result 
we are still going on in the old 
way, treating a seat in Parlia- 
ment as private property to be 
fought for, litigated over and 
compromised about like any other 
piece of property. To Mr.Borden’s 
idea the country must come. 


A Conservative Convention. 


TORONTO NEWSPAPER DEMANDS A NATIONAL 
GATHERING OF THE PARTY. 


—_— 


A demand for a national con- 
vention of the Conservative party 
appears in the Toronto News. 
“There in far less natural 
cohesion in an Opposition than 
there isin a governing organi- 
zation,” itsays. ‘Ministers are 
in constant touch with all parts 
of the country. Generally lead- 
ers of Opposition are known only 
in their own Provinces, and-they 
meet the people only during the 
few heated weeks in which a 
general electior. is in progress. It 
is difficult under such circum- 
stances to develop national lead- 
ers, or to infuse unity and energy 
into a party organization.”’ 

After citing the examples of the 
Uuited States and Great Britain, 
the News continues:—‘‘Here we 
have an enormous stretch of ter- 
ritory, a widely scattered popu- 
lation, and few, if any, national 
organs of opinion.

lar convention. Moreover, the 
old lines of division between the 
historical parties of Canada have 
practically disappeared. Very 
much of what the Government at 
Ottawa practises is what the 
Liberal Opposition of fifteen years 
ago opposed. There can be little 
natural sympathy between the 
office-holding combination at the 
Capital and the more progressive 
elements of the Canadian popu- 
lation. Between these elements 
and Mr. Borden there is an un- 
doubted identity of opinion and 
aspiration, and their relation 
should be close and cordial.’’ 

The News adds that:—‘‘Mr. 
Borden is the natural and in- 
evitable leader of the Conserv- 
ative party. No other man in the 
party has quite his capacity, his 
maturity of judgment and his per- 
sonal acceptibility, while he ranks 
easily as the most distinguished 
and authoritive figure in the 
party in the House of Commons. 
But he did not seek, and there is 
reason to think that he has never 
had any desire to retain, the 
leadership. No one would be more 
willing to submit his claims to a 
national convention. There can 
be no doubt as to what would be 
the judgment of such a conven- 
tion. . But this is not the chief 
consideration. The great end is 
to bring the leaders of the Con- 
servative party together from all 
the Provinces, adopt a national 
platform in the preparation of 
which the newer communities 
shall be properly influential, and 
lay before the public a pro- 
gramme which can be understood 
in every Province, and which will 
represent exactly that for which 
the party is to be held responsible 
by the country.”’

Western Provinces to Control 
School Lands. 


Winnipeg, Oct..8.—‘'The gov- 
ernments of the three western 
provinces have decided to make 
a united appeal to the Ottawa 
authorities for the right to admin- 
ister their own school and school 
land funds.”’ 

This ‘interesting announcement 
was made by Hon. George R. 
Coldwell, minister of education 
for Manitoba, who returned last 
night from Regina, where he was 
in conference with Premier 
Rutherford of Alberta, and Hon: 
J. A. Calder, minister of edu- 
cation of Saskatchewan, on the 
subject. 

The whole question was dis- 
cussed thoroughly, and the three 
cabinet ministers resolved to 
urge the co-operation of their 
governments in securing legis- 
lation towards the desired end.

DUTIES---TRIFLING WITH A NATICNAL 
DUTY. 


Ottawa, Oct. 10.—Captain Ber- 
nier’s unexpected return from his 
Arctic voyage occurs ata moment 
when the Peary-Cook' discover- 
ies have caused the Canadian 
people to take an interest in the 
ownership ofthe northern regions; 
it further directs attention once 
more'to the manner in which a 
serious national duty has been 
performed. At the back of the 
whole episode of the Arctic and 
her cruises is the very important 
fact that American trading ves- 
ssls had begun to conduct them- 
selves as if Canada had no juris- 
diction upon her. Arctic coast 
line, and asif the United States 
had equal right there. Described 
as whaling vessels, these ships 
took up cargoes of goods suitable 
for trading with the natives, 
equipped hunting parties, and 
bartered for the furs which the 
natives procured; there was also 
some supplying of liquor to the 
natives, with the usual conse- 
quences- of demoralization. If 
Canada was not to allow her 
ownership of that part of her 
coastline to go by default, it was 
necessary to place these people 
under control, and the Arctic 
was sent north for that purpose. 
The Government promised that 
she would not cost more than 
$10,500 a year. * 

The way in which the Marine 
and Fisheries Department carried 
out this duty was remarkable. 
It crammed the ship with sup- 
plies,necessary and unnecessary. 
It bought $24,C00 worth of cloth- 
ing for 34 men, or at the rate of 
$700 each. It bought pemmican 
at $1.25 a pound when it could 
have procured it at 25 cents a 
pound. It bought tobacco at $1.34 
a pound when the proper price 
was 67 cents a pound or just half 
what war paid. The ship took 8 
years’ supply of fancy biscuits; 
7 L-2 years’ supply of sausages; 
264 years’ supply of sweet choo- 
olate; 17 1-2 years’ supply of 
vermicelli; 12 years’ supply of 
sago, and so forth. The provis- 
ions bill amounted to between 
$60,000 and $70,000. Altogether. 
her first cruise cost about a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. Even ao 
she did little or no work. She 
carried a detachment of Mounted 
Police for the purpose of asgert- 
ing British sovereignty, but 
Captain Bernier did not get on 
with the officer in command of 
the Police, and the Mounted 
Police since then have conducted 
their work independently of the 
Department of Marine and 
Fisheries; and incidentally have 
done it efficiently. The Arctic 
practically lost her first cruise. 

This is the way in which an 
important national duty was 
undertaken. The expedition was 
necessary, and the middlemen 
were allowed-to fatten themselves 
upon it to an extent which in- 
flated the expense from an esti- 
mate of $10,500 a year to about 
$250,000, while the first voyage 
of this expensive vessel was prac- 
tically a dead loss. It remains to 
be seen what has been accom- 
plished in this last voyage of the 
Arctic.

- This foretaste 
is very ‘precious to’all of’ the Lord’s 
saints, giving them’a feast’ and joy 
and comfort under the most trying cir- 
scumstances of the present life. - It is 
‘indeed: “The peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding” which 
rules in their hearts, as St. Paul said 
to the “little flock’”’ ‘of 144,000, who 
are named in the Scriptures as the 
very elect,’ -the Ecclesia,  ‘‘the 
‘Church of Christ, which is his Body.” 
These. believers. in God’s promises 
-and arrangements for the blessing of 
humanity through the merit of 
Christ’s death and by the power of 
the penne ‘Kingdom: may rejoice 
therefn in advance. It is nut the 
intimations however. that the Church 
shall keep the restitution privileges: 
They. are credited to them so that they 
‘may have something to “offer,” some- 
thing to “‘sacrifice.”’ By faith they re- 
ceive earthly’ rights: and . restitution 
blessings and privileges, as God’s gift 
through ‘the Lord Jesus, By faith they 
make a sacrifice or surrender of those 
-Fights ‘to. the divine nature-and to 
joint-heirship with” Christ. their Lord 
and Redeemer in his Millennial King- 
dom. By faith, in return, they. re- 
ceive the begetting of the holy spirit.

The 
promise of a Messiah, and that he 
would grant the world a fresh. trial 
was indeed-a rainbow of hope to those 
who could receive it. ; 

(3) It was not until] Abraham’s time 
that God really definitely outlined 
the £hannel of the hlessing which he 
proposed ultimately to give to the 
race, ‘‘the bleaging of the Lord, which 
maketh rich.” Let us, examine this 
prophetic outline of. coming blessing. 

The promise made to Abraham was 
this, ‘In thee and in thy seed shall 
all the families of the earth be bless- 
ed.*? Here we have something defi- 
nite, something tangible. This: pro- 
mise was renewed to Isaac, also to 
Jacob and, later on at Jacob’s death, 
it passed to-all of his posterity, the 
nation of ‘Israel. In due time; jn ful- 
‘fillment of this promise, Moses, ‘as: its 
mediator, instituted’ the “Law © Cove- 


nant between God and Israel.. Under- 


,that. Covenant it was stipulated that 
in‘order to’ inherit eternal life and all 
the blessing which Adam_ possessed 
and lost,.and in order to inherit the 
promise-.made to Abraham ‘of the 
privilege of blessing all the families of 
the earth, the Divine Law must be 
kept inviolate. God~must be. loved 
with. all the - heart, mind, soul, 
strength, and the'neighbor must be 
loved as one’s self. Moses as mediator 
of that: Covenant. might render .every 
assistance he was capable>of to that 
nation; but, alas, himself a fallen 
/man, imperfect, he was unable to lift 
Israel out of sin and degradation—un- 
able'to: bring them to that state of 
human. perfection which would en- 
able them to keep that Law Covenant 
and inherit its blessings! As God 
foreknew, they failed to keep their 
part of the Covenant. “By deeds of 
Law shall no- flesh be justified.” A 
number of discouraged Israelites con- 
tinued to hope for blessingthrough 
the Abrahamic Covenant-and, later 
on, the Lord.revealed to them that 
in due time he would make a New 


aw) Covenant with them and that- 


essiah would be its Mediator (Jere- 
miah xxxi, 31). 

The promise of a New Covenant im- 
plied, as St. Paal points out, that 
God knew that the Law Covenant 
would not bring to Israel the hoped- 
for blessings. Thenceforth their hopes 
centered in the New Covenant, under 
which the Lord promised that he 
would entirely blot out their sins and 
take ‘away their stony heart and give 
them a heart of flesh: and that they 
should be his people. Confirmatory ta 
this thought was the message sent to 
them through Malachi the prophet 
assuring. them that the messenger of 
the Covenant (the servant of the 
Covenant, the Mediator of thé Cove. 
nant), whom they delighted in, the 
one they were hoping for, would er: 
long, come to his peorle: But the 
prophet intimated’ sb’t few of them 
would’ be ready »4eize him. He 
ssid, “What shall stand when he ap- 
peareth?” : 

Expecting Messiah to appear in a 
very different way, Israel, was unpre- 
pared for the ‘‘Man of sorrow and ac- 
quainted with grief,” “the Lamb of 
God ‘which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” They expected a great gen- 
eral, a mighty leader, who would ap- 
peal to the learned, the wealthy, the 
noble. But.our Lord appealed only to 
those who were pure in heart, “‘Is- 
raelites indeed.” Such alone had the 
ecessary faith to recognize him and 
receive him. The others crucified him, 
but did it ignorantly. St. Peter de- 
clarés, ‘I wot that through ignorance 
ye did it, as did also your rulers. Ye 
killed the Prince of life’ (Acts iii, 
15-17). And 8t. Paul says, “Had they 
known it, they would not have cruci- 
ee the Lord of glory” (I. Corinthians 
i, 8). 

However our Lord’s crucifixion was 
merely a fulfiiment of another fea- 
ture of the Divine Plan to make the 
blessing of all mankind the deeper 
and broader. a 

By ‘virtue of keeping the Law, Jesus 
would have had the right to earthly 
perfection for himself, eternal life 
and happiness. He also would have 
been heir of all-the things that Adam 
possessed and lost. He might, there- 
fore, have established an earthly em- 
pire and, by wise laws and regula-

But his subjects would still 
have been under-the Divine condemn- 
ation of death.. He would merely 
have been the ruler, inatructor, of 
fallen, dying men.

His wanderings 
over, he returned and spent the rest 
of his days here, fishing and hunt- 
ing and trapping until game became 
too scarce. =f

Should 
the contributors to the Pacific cable 
decide to lay on Atlantic cable as 
part of the scheme of an ‘‘All-red’’ 
communication between Great Bri- 
tain and Australia, via Canada, the 
Canadian Pacific is stated to have 
offered its right of ‘way from Halifax 
to Vancouver for a special wire for 
the handling of this business.

- Hunting It With a Light. 

‘The folly of hunting for-a leak in a 
gts pipe. with a lighted match is not 
so much because of the danger of an 
explosion as of other damage, ~ as 1s 
shown by the experience of a: house- 
holder not long ago. 


One or two small leaks were detect. 


ed by going over all. the pipes and 
holding a _Nghted match’ to them. The. 
smell of gas ceased, but was replaced 
a few. hours later by the pel! of burn- 
ing wood. 

Another visit to the eallae showed.a 
charred :floor- joist- a little distance 
above'a gas pipe. .There was no ap- 
parent cause for this until a very close 
examination resulted in the finding of 
a tiny jet of gas which’ was. issuing 
from the pipe beneath the beam, ~ 

It was Nghted, but was so small as 
to be blue in color and nearly_invisl- 
‘ble. It had been lighted by the match 
nsed in ‘the first:{investigation, but had. 
not been noticed. 

“If that leak had happened ta be ina 
lead. joint instead of an iron’ connec- 
tion,” said a gas man, “there ‘would 
probably have been work for the fire 
brigade.. The smallest possible jet of 
lighted gas issuing through lead will 
in time heat and melt the lead and 
make the leak larger until a big flame 
ja issuing. 

“This may make a fire hours later 
in the dead of night or at a time when 
ao one is in the house. The only prop- 
er way to’ Jook for these very small 
leaks {s to paint the suspected pipe 
with a smooth soap lather. Just as in 
the case of a bicycle tire, the tiniest 
leak will blow a bubble in the lather, 
and there you are.’’ — London Tele- 
graph. _ . 


MEXICAN JACALS. 


Primitive Huts In the Villages of the 

Native Indians. - 
" The Mexican Indian huts In the vil- 
lages and upon the ranches of the 
lower Rio Grande border region of 
Texas have a style of architecture and 
construction that is distinctly their 
own, This type of primitive building 
fs rapidly passing out of existence. At 
many places on the border families of 
Mexicans have abandoned their jacals 
and moved into more pretentious 
homes. 

No money outlay is necessary in 
erecting the old style picturesque struc- 
tures; neither is a knowledge of car- 
pentry needed. A double row of up- 
right poles firmly set or driven into the 
ground forms the framework for the 
walls. Between these two rows of 
‘poles are placed other poles or sticks 
of shorter length, forming a thick and 
compact wall. At each of the four 
corners of.the building posts are set, 
reaching to a height of about eight 
feet. Roughly hewn stringers are laid 
from one post to another, and to these 
stringers are tied other poles that form 
the framework of the walls. - The 
strong fiber from the maguey plant or 
strips of buckskin are used to tie the 
poles into position. ‘The rafters are 
‘tied to the ridgepole and the stringers 
in the saine manner. At one end of 
the building is built the opening 
through which the smoke of the inside 
fire may ascend. Stoves are unknown 
among these Mericans, and the cook- 
ing is all done upon the ground.—Kan- 
sas City Star.
